* Bills Involved. 


Amendment to the federal! reserve 
law so as to permit small state banks 
with a ciptal of less than $25,000 to 

join the federal reserve system. 

- Bill directing the department of 
commerce to make a world survey and 
eensus of cotton on July 31 of each 


ear. 

Bill to broaden the federal ware- 
house act by eight amendments. _ 

Bill directing the bureau of crop 
estimates to publish their estimates 
at the same time as the ginning fig- 
ures of the census bureau so as to 
get comparative information covering 
the same periods 

Bill requiring the census bureau to 
collect statistics from their ginning 
agents of the estimated amount of 
cotton remaining to be ginned at the 
game time they gather figures on the 
amount actually ginned. 

Support for Measures, 


The legislation to let small state 
banks enter the federal reserve sys- 
tem is a part of the program of the 
American farm burean federation 
urged upon the agricultural “bloc.” 
Tt will make it possible for the small 
banks to secure greater advances and 
the support of the strength of the 
federal reserve system. Congressman 
Gordon Lee, of Georgia, introduced 
a similar bill in the house, but it is 
likely that the senate bill will be con- 
sidered in an effort to save time.

Recollections Recalled in 
Senator Felton’s Seating | 


Editor Constitution: The accounts of Sen- 
stor Rebecca A. Felton’s doings as United 
States senator from Georgia make inter- 
esting reading. You and I will both know 
that by any standard Mrs. Felton measures | 
right up with the best of the present sen- | 
ate. In fact, I doubt if any of them outside 
ot Lodge and John Sharp Williams are | 
in her clags when it comes to knowledge | 
of the science of government. 

This writer as a boy went with his par- | 
ents to a political speaking at Waleska, 
in Cherokee county, in 1878. Dr. William | 
H. Felton, of Bartow, was ‘moking his 
memorable race for congress against Judge 
George N. Lester, of the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit, and a one-armed confederate soldier, 
Judge Lester had the support of General 
Gordon, Benjamin H. Hill, Senator Joseph | 


BE. Brown, Judge James R. Brown, Henry | 
Grady and a great number of lesser lights | 
iu what was known as the “organized | 
democracy.’ YFelton called himself an ‘‘in- | 
dependent. democrat,’’ and as such he had | 
been elected to congress in 1874. and again | 
in 1876. | 

Well, aw I said, I heard the doctor hand. | 
"em one of his best. It wa: the first po- | 
litieal speech I ever heard, and I guess I) 
may as well say it was the best. I did | 
not understand what he way driving at, 
being young and iguorant, but [I remember | 
it now, and know that it was a kind of a | 
‘*greenback,’’ or ‘‘fiat-money"' speech, aw- 
fully catchy with the voters, who were poor 
as blacksnakes and lucky if, at the end | 
of the year, they could pay their taxes. | 

Also, I have a picture of a little woman | 
sitting in a buggy while the doctor was 
doing his speaking, whe, on occasion, could 
de some speaking lerself, and habitually 
carried around a “‘scrap-book”’ that was a 
nightmare to all the hosts of the “organ- 
ized.*’ 

They ‘‘got’ Dr. Felton, fn 1880, with 
a still-hunt campaign for Judson C. Clem- 
ents, and the only office the doctor held 
afterwards was a term in the Georgia legis- 
lature, where he rendered distinguished 
service: but his wife has continued to take 
am active part in the political passion and 
action of her times, It was as late as the 
legialative session «° 1920 that I saw two 
or three hundred members of he Georgia 
legislature refusing the right to vote to this 
great woman, who was there asking for the 
rights of a common citizen. I want you, 
Mr. Editor, to think of that just a moment 
—Mrs. Felton asking the representatives of 
her own state to let her vote. I have 
been reading of the high courtesy wit® 
which Senators George and Harris have been 
treating Mrs. Feitom at Washington and 
of the courtesy with whicm various other 
public officers in Georgia have treated 
her and I have been struck with the fact 
that not one of them assisted her to get 
the qualification essential to be appointed 
senator. And it must always be a matter 
of regret that the band that laid on the 
shoulders of this tremendous woman the 
acolade of citizenship in Geofgia was not 
the hand of Georgia. 

After all, it is a great life that Senator 
Felton has ied. Eighty years ago. her 
father, @ Marylander, was urging her to 
take the whole range of human knowledge 
for her quest. Seventy years ago, she was 
listening in to the great Georgians. of that 
day, the guests of her father, and laying 
the foundation for her taste for practical 
pelitics. Fifty-eight years ago she was 
refugeeing around Moultrie, dodging Sher- 
man. Forty-four years ago, as the wife of 
the brilliant Doctor Felton, she mingled 
with the members of a congress and senate 
that far surpassed, we think, in ability 
and culture, those of the present day, and 
among whom she moved as full equal. I! 
dare say that none of the members of the 
congress of 1874 are now alive. 

‘And this appreciation ought not to be 


closed without the statement that for more 
than 60..years, Mra. Felton has rup & 


farmhouse ‘‘jJam-up,”’ being one of Georgia’s 
best housekeepers, and this I am sure of”, 
having often heard it asserted by my 
Grandfather Covington, who frequently was 
her guest.

Germs which cause the various 


theria, penumonia or coryza. do not 
select the overclothed or coddled vic- 
tim, of course, but they do seem to 
find his respiratory mucous mem- 
branes and other tissues more favor- 
able and receptive. Every who 
is capable of observing and thinking 
knows that the respiratory infections, 
commonly -called “colds,” prevail 
chiefly where temperature or climate 


is mild and less where it is severe cr 
cold. For instance, there is more pnen- : 
monia per thousand persons in 
Carolina than in Minnesota, more in 
Missouri than in Montana, more in 
Utah than Nebraska, according to 
United States mortality statistics. 
There are’ no statistics available to 
show that these respiratory diseases 
prevail more extensively among per- 
sons who coddle their bodies with ex- 
cessivé or unnecessary clothing and 
live and work in overheated rooms in 
the winter, but even the old time 
doctors who used to ascribe to cold or 
exposure a contributary effect con- 
ceded that coddling and overheating 
rendered yy ~ more susceptible to 
the alleged effects of exposure. 

All health authorities, even those 
who still warn the public against zo- 
ing out without sufficient clothing, 
teach that it is dangerous to let any 
one sneeze or cough in your face. In 
spite of much effort to enlighten the 
laity about that, there are still plenty 
of folk who are entirely indiscrimi- 
nate with their germ laden. spray, 
splashing on friend and stranger 
alike, letting fly anywhere without 
batting an eye, since this is a free 
country and everyone has a right to 
divide his coughs and sneezes with his 
neighbors, and the neighbers have 
to thank the health authorities who 
soften this crime by hinting that what 
one catches from the spray is, maybe, 
the result of a draft or wet feet or 
something. No, if it happens to be 
diphtheria the health authorities don’t 
dwell on draft or the wet feet, but 
for most of the respiratory infections 
“exposure” still serves very well. 

Every one in the city must have 
noticed, on a cold raw day in early 
spring or late fall, a bootblack or 
newsboy dressed in little more than 
a good layer of dirt. Those boys sel- 
dom have so-called “colds.” The 
youngster whose parents are in bet- 
ter circumstances and who therefore 
wears all mother, aunty or grandma 
can pile on, and then some, is the 
shinjng victim. The more the child 
is coddled the more will he suffer 
from the respiratory diseases. Some 
parents keep their children in too 
much because the tots “take cold so 
easily.” The truth is the tots “take 
cold” too much because they are kept 
in so easily.

~ On Inter-Racial Work)

Mrs. John B. Donaldson, of. Bain- 
bridge, a former resident. of Afianta, 
who will be remembered as Mrs. 
Loulie M; Gordon, and one of the 
most prominent’ women in the state 
is visiting her relatives, Mr. an 
Mrs. Ben Crew, on West Twelfth. 
street. She is actively and earnestly 
engaged in inter-racial work in 
Bainbridge and great is the re- 
sult of her undertaking. She is a 
woman of great breadth of vision and 
wonderful character. . | 

Mrs. Donaldson is one of the char- 
ter members of the Joseph Haber- 
sham chapter, D. A. R. She took a: 
leading part in civic and_ religious 
work during her residence here, and 
she was popular in social life. 

In an interview on this subject, 
Mrs. Donaldson tells of how the 
women in Bainbridge help in this 
inter-racial work. ~ 

“This kind of sacred work is of deep- 
est interest to me, and should be 
taken up by all churches and every 
woman and man in the south, and 
that is organizing improvement clubs 
among negroes. Mrs. Carol Graham, 
Miss Georgia Fleming and I, feel 
God's helping hand with us in this 
work in Bainbridge. First, we study 
the Sunday school lesson with the 
negro Sunday school teachers for the 
following Sunday, meeting one after- 
noon each week in the different negro 
churches. - There we find out who 
‘among the race are’ill and poverty 
stricken; and :who needs operations, 
medicines. and wood.. Committees are 
appointed to investigate for the true 
conditions, ) 

“We know that this work is needed 
in every community in the south, It 
is our duty to meet it; and the re- 
sult will be a better understanding 
between the races. Personally, 
would be untrue to my faithful old 
confederate major father if I failed 
to follow in his footsteps in helping 
the race brought by destiny to live 
among us. My sainted mother told me

Idaho board of pardons, which met 
in special session. Commutation of 
sentence also was denied. 

Orchard pleaded guilty to the mur- 
der of former Governor Steunenberg 
by means of a dynamite bomb attached 
to the front of the Steunenberg home 
at Caldwell on December 30, 1905, 
His sentence of death was commuted 
at the pardon board meeting following 
his trial in 1908 to life imprisonment, 
in consideration of his having turned 
State evidence and testified against 
Secretary Bill Haywood, President 
Moyer and Charles Pettibone of the 
Western Federation of Miners, charged 
with complicity in the crime. They 
were acquitted despite Orchard’s testi- 
mony. For fourteen years Orchard has 
beem a model prisoner, of late years 
managing a shoe factory in the prison. 
A move to free Orchard was started 
recently and former Governor James V. 
Hawley, United States Senator Frank 
R. Gooding and other prominent Ida- 
hoang made pleas in his behalf.

ness of arranging for the human car- 
goes. He began his work in Cuba, 
he said, and continued with the celes- 
tials to their final destination, Lome 
Ying’s place, at 936 Race street, Pnti- 
adelphia, where he _ collected his 
charges at $500 per head. 


_ He told of three different lots of 
Chinese that were smuggled during 
the latter part of 1921, numbering 
about thirty Chinese.
